SUBJECT > Possible propaganda exploltatd.cn of recent 

governmental development* in Albania. 



1. I note that Older the recent reorganisation of the 
Albanian government announced on 23 July it would appear that 
control of the country ranaies in the holds of Enver Heaths and 
Hebaet Shshu, with tha former continuing as Premier and party 
leader and the letter (although relieved of his responsibility 
as Secretary of the Central Committee of the party) retaining 
his position as Minister of the Interior <md Deputy Premier. 

I do not know bow much real Information we have on the rivalry 
between Hootha and Shehu, nor upon tha banking and connections 
whloh Shehu has heretofore enjoyed within the USSR. However, 

I should like to submit for your canal deration the following 
propagandists treatment and exploitation of this latest 
development. 

2. Hf thought is that^we sight give some black and/or gray 
treatment to the theme that Shehu was and is a “Berla nan,* and 
that he has suffered s severe reverse as the result of Boris's 
eclipse. However, Shehu* a position is sufficiently strong to 
prevent his having been sacked completely, and in point of fact 
he is so well entrenched as the result of the control of the 
sinews of state security that he has been able to maintain hiaaelf 
albeit precariously. On the basis of most recent information 
coming to the attention of the Albanian national Committee from 
sources within the Albanian government which have hitherto proved 
reliable — it appears that further novae are afoot to complete the 
undermining of Shehu 's position. It ie not known to what extent 
Shehu nay be aware of these designs against him but it is presumed 
because of his position that he must have some knowledge or inkling 
of the plot, mad accordingly that he must be taking measures to 
proteet himself.'
